Church shows true meaning 
of Christianity 


ONE OF THE OLDEST ARGUMENTS 
against homosexuality is that it goes 
against the so-called "church defini- 
tion" of what is considered right and 
moral behaviour. One Edmonton 
church, however, is calling into 
question how the Christian value of 
tolerance got lost in the debate 

"Southminster-Steinhauer United 
Church is the only publicly affirm- 
ing United 
Church in 
Alberta and that 
means that we 
went through an 
extensive 
process for our 
church to come 
to the point that 
they wanted to 
make a public 
declaration that 
we were sup- 
portive of gay, 
lesbian and 
bisexual peo- 
ple," says 
Debbie 
Culbertson, a member of the congre- 
gation who was part of the affirming 
committee. 

Southminster's congregation is 
composed of about 300 households 
that Culbertson says covers the spec- 
trum from young families to seniors. 
Gay members represent about 15 
per cent of the congregation-about 
the same proportion as in the popu- 
lation as a whole.

Beckham, 213- —— : oc 
year veteran of Man U and captain of England’s national soccer 
team is regarded as more than just a top athlete at home. He and 
wife Victoria “Posh Spice” carry the same iconic status as British 
royalty—their hairstyles, wardrobes and antics providing a tem- 
plate for the nation’s youth. So in honour of Beckham's formative 
years, the London Borough of Waltham Forest, where the footie 
star grew up, has created an online tour of the footballer’s former 
haunts. The tour starts at the maternity ward where he was born 
and walks you down to the park where he camped out as a cub. 
Along the way you'll see the dog track at Walthamstow Stadium, 
where young Becks earned £10 a night collecting glasses, and the 
Peter May Sport Centre where, as an under-10, he scored more 
than 100 goals in three seasons. Of course, it’s a pretty short 
tour—Beckham was signed to the Manchester United youth train- 
ing program when he was only 14—but it's a sweet tribute. Chris 
Robbins, of the Waltham Forest Council, who put up the site last 
month, told Ananova, “This online tourist trail is being launched to 
celebrate his early life but also, importantly, to encourage other 
young people who want to pursue their own passion.”

While excessive Internet con- 
sumption can be good for the 
brain, it can also result in-a her- 
metic lifestyle.

Started by a 
freelance web developer in Bloomington, Indiana, this diversion 
involves passing a disposable camera from one person. Each par- 
ticipant takes a single photo and mails it to someone else. The 
cameras are given animal names to mark their “release into the 
wild.” Directions on the disposables instruct participants to record 
the circumstances of the snapshot at phototag.com. The most 
recent camera to come back, Shark, is reputed to have started 
near the North Pole and worked its way down to Hawali. Before 
making its comeback, Shark spent 609 days on the road.

The Works festival is the Design 
Pavilion, located in the old Bay 
building on Jasper Avenue. 
Alongside world-renowned 
bitions and installations from the 
field of design is P3, a showing of 
furniture prototypes made by 14 
students in the industrial design 
program at the University of

“Design is becoming really 
huge. But it’s one of the most 
influential things in people’s lives.

f epresented designers in the 
show.

' His Ellise tables have a clean, 
minimalist shape, but with the 
1 appeal of a candy-colour 
crosses embedded on top, some of 
which are lit from underneath. 
Many of the other pieces are equal- 
ly whimsical, like Doha Chebib’s 
crocheted coffee table. But the 
range in materials and styles show 
each student's uniqueness. 
Douville agrees. “The show has a 
little bit of everything, from the 
conceptual to really practical. 
They're all very beautiful objects.”

P3 stands for planning, process 
and production. Hanging beside 
each of the works is a sign that 
explains each artist's steps toward 
the creation of their object, from 
the original concept through to 
the actual construction process. 

Douville, designer of the cuddly 
Cocoon chaise (“it’s made to 
mimic how a mother holds a 
child”), describes how the exhibi- 
tion was put together. 

“It’s not a graduating show. 
Basically a few kids [Jayn 
McIntosh, Reid Bayly, and Adrien 
Cho] organized this with The 
Works, and word spread and a 
bunch of students submitted this 
stuff. Some people thought there 
should have been a panel to decide 
what gets in, but basically it’s 
everyone who submitted.” 

Which is not to say that the fur- 
nishings are substandard. The 
show is very strong, and bears up 
to the obvious comparison to the 
show on the other side of the wall, 
Habitat featuring the work of the 
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“That crocheted table might not 
be totally practical, but it is beauti- 
ful. And it has those pockets to put 
stuff in, so in a way it is practical.” 

Both Cho and Douville acknowl- 
edge that their field is competitive, 
but find some encouragement in 
the precedents set by other 
Canadian designers. 

“Some of the people in Habitat 
went to school in Canada, like 
Karim Rashid went to Carleton. 
You struggle [to establish your- 
self], but once you get in, you're in. 
It's harder in Edmonton. It’s easier 
to sell stuff in Calgary because 
there's more money down there, 
and they're more fashion con- 
scious. But Pure Design [an indus- 
trial design firm] is out of 
Edmonton, and people don’t real-— 
ize how huge it is.” 

It won't be easy for the students 
to break into the furniture design 
job market. Not everyone can be a 
rock star designer like Phillipe 
Starck or Karim Rashid. But Cho is 
optimistic.

THERE ARE ONLY THREE PHONE LINES 
into Cuba, according to the record 
company publicist who hands 
over Cubanismo leader Jesus 
Alemany’s phone number. “Just 
keep dialing until you get through. 
That’s what I do.” 

I’m dubious about the entire 
enterprise, and sure enough con- 
tacting Alemany is a maddening 
experience. After negotiating the 
quirks of the system, I finally get 
through to the trumpet player and 
begin a fitful conversation inter- 
rupted by echoing voices, distor- 
tion and a weird time lag that has 
us talking over top each other. 

“We are in the middle of putting 
the paperwork together for next 
August,” relates Alemany about 
the difficulties of touring North 
America from an embargoed 
country. “But it’s extremely, 
extremely difficult. Not only the 
American rules but the Cuban 
rules. It’s like a game and we are 
in the middle. We are the ones 
who...” 

Click. The phone goes dead. I 
quickly redial; Alemany grabs it 
on the first ring. 

“You see? You see? It’s extreme- 
ly difficult... now you under- 
stand...” 

Click. 

You get the idea. A tough way to 
do an interview, but it would seem 
churlish to complain about some- 
thing as minor as a lousy connec- 
tion when talented musicians like 
Alemany paid dues for too many 
years scraping together hotel gigs 
in Havana. The Buena Vista Social 
Club opened the door for many of 
the country’s musicians, at least in 
the popular mind, but their over- 
whelming success also over- 
whelmed public perception of the 
island's varied music. Alemany 
and Cubanismo topped record 
charts back in 1995, spreading the 
joys of son and salsa long before 
Cuban music became thought of 
as a homogenous product. 

“You know, everybody asking 
the same question,” he sighs, “but 
when we play at the jazz festival 
in Montreal, that was 1996. And 
that was the most incredible festi- 
val had ever 


you have a big celebration there 
on July 1st,” he jokingly notes. “By 
that time we were traveling all 
over the world already and the 
Buena Vista Social Club wasn’t. So 
for us it’s been continuous work 
all over the year. I can tell you that 
this past year has been a little quiet 
after what happened with the war 
and everything.

Middle East, and we had to cancel 
because of the war.

ANONYMUS 
DAEMONIUM, THE FOURTH AND 
latest album from Montreal metal 
act, Anonymus, has an overwhelm- 
ingly conspicuous demonic theme 
throughout the CD. Go figure, hey? 
Song titles include, “Demons are 
Forever” and “Mephisto,” the lay- 
out font is probably called “My 
Dark Lord Bold”, there are two 
dancing devils on the cover and, 
inside the sleeve, is a picture of the 
four members perched like dement- 
ed gargoyles. 

Despite appearances, however, 
§uitarist / screamer Marco Calliari 
(calling from an Esso truck stop 
somewhere in the wilds of 
Saskatchewan) turns out to be quite 
delightful. 

He and Oscar Souto 
(bass /screams), Daniel Souto (gui- 
tar) and Carlos Araya (drums) have 
induced head banging and devil 
sign making in their audiences 
since 1989. This February will mark 
the big 1-5 for Anonymus, but 
Calliari laughs at my suggestion for 
a present exchange: “Actually, 
we're going to do a huge show in 
Montreal,” he sniggers.

In fact, Daemonium adheres to a new 
language policy: “The Americans 
don’t like you really doing French 
music. It’s as stupid as that. So we 
just decided, okay, let’s do 90 per 
cent English and the rest, two songs

in French, one Spanish [and] one 
Italian,” explains Calliari. 

Produced by Montreal metal 
hero Pierre Rémillard (Obliveon, 
Cryptopsy, ANVIL), Daemonium is 
a dark, intricately arranged metal 
epic that is all the more refined for 
the extra time Anonymus put in, 
firstly, crafting the songs and then 
justly capturing them on tape. 
“We've never worked on an album 
like this one,” Calliari adds. “We 
worked really hard on this album. 
That's the thing we're mostly 
happy about is that people notice it, 
starting from our fans.

THE DROPKICK MURPHY’S 
aren‘t in the mood for a lecture. 
On the eve of the Warped Tour, 
front man Ken Casey and his clan 
of tattooed Bostonian lagerlouts 
are being forced to attend an “ori- 
entation” meeting regarding prop- 
er code of conduct while on the 
tour. One would think a summer 
rock festival known for celebrat- 
ing punk rock, skateboarding and 
the purchasing power of a youth 
demographic would have a more 
relaxed attitude towards such 
unruly behavior, but apparently 
that’s not the case. Casey claims 
his merry band of Celtic punk 
rockers are being unfairly singled 
out for past “un-pleasantries,” 
and in a low gruff Massachusetts 
accent, Ken Casey promises me 
the Murphy’s are going to be 
good this year. 


JK: Can you give me some idea 
of the kind of things you can’t do 
backstage on the Warped Tour? 
KC: Well, we always thought 
pretty much anything goes. 
There’s a lot of gambling and 


drinking backstage, but no fight- 
ing and no breaking shit. Which 
are two things we usually tend to 
do both of, so we'll have to watch 
out. We're going to try and get the 
rules down pat this year. 


JK: How important does alcohol 
factor into this band? 

KC: I think in the line of music 
we're playing and the constant 
traveling it’s a necessity to keep 
the insanity from creeping in—or 
maybe it’s what keeps the insani- 
ty. Either way, yes its important. 
I’m one of those guys who just 
can’t drink successfully, so I’ve 
given it up. Fortunately, the other 
guys more than make up for me. 
They all like having a good time. I 
end up waking up in a police sta- 
tion somewhere so I just go to bed 
after the show. I live vicariously 
through them when I hear the sto- 
ries in the morning. 


JK: Do you consider playing the 
Warped Tour as a certain mark of 
success? 

KC: I don’t think it’s a mark of 
success. It’s actually the exact 
opposite because the Warped 
Tour is all about ego deflation. No 
band gets to be the main band, 
and everyday you find out what 
time you get to play. You could be

the first band, or you could be the 
last, and that applies to every- 
body. It’s cool that way because if 
some prima donna band is going 
to be on it then they’re in for a 
rude awakening. Even flavour-of- 
the-month bands get the same 
treatment as a band who’s been 
doing for it 10 years, not to men- 
tion [that] new bands that don’t 
sell any records still get their shot. 


Poison the Well 


Every musical genre has their kings 
and queens and for the past five years 
Florida’s Poison the Well have worn 
the crown—of thorns, that is—in the 
hardcore community. Their 1999 
debut, Opposite of December, is cred- 
ited with having popularized the 
unique combination of brutal hardcore 
intensity and melodic emo. But with 
passionate music comes equally pas- 
sionate fans, and when their second 
album (Tear from the Red) diverged 
from the sound of its predecessor, the 
band faced rejection from the very 
scene that once worshiped them. 

“Once we survived our sophomore 
record Tear from the Red, we kind of 
felt invincible,” says guitarist Derrick 
Miller from the first stop of this year’s 


That's what I like about this tour. 


JK: This band claims to be a 
voice of the working class. As the 
success of the Dropkick 
Murphy’s grows, does it become 
more difficult to relate to that 
ethic? 

KC: No not really, we do the same 
things we've always done. We're 
not in a van; we're in a tour bus.

Miller, who actually does “give a 
fuck,” is referring to their latest 
album, You Come Before You, set for 
release in July. Produced by the

Lovstrom and Pelle Henricsson 
(Refused’s Shape of Punk to Come), 
the record marks a return to their 
aggressive tendencies of the past 
while keeping Poison the Well’s paths 
of exploration open. Miller acknowl- 
edges that fans of the first record 
might still feel estranged from the

MUTEK pushes new ideas in electronic music 


THE FOURTH ANNUAL MUTEK 
festival was held May 28-June 1, 
2003 in Montreal. Every year the 
festival has grown wider in 
scope, size and popularity. 
Artists, music fans and media 
from all over the world descend- 
ed on the city for five days of 
musical, technological and philo- 
sophical innovations in electronic 
music. Festival director Alain 
Mongeau pushed even further 
this year by trying to present 
even more challenging experi- 
mental acts and even funkier 
dance acts than in previous years. 

Wednesday's concert was a 
demonstration of one extreme. 
The minimal one. Located in 
ExCentris, the hall’s massive 
room and video screen gave the 
perfect platform for Edmonton's 
own Clinker (Gary Joynes). His 
visuals looked amazing on the 
screen and his inspired perfor- 
mance prompted an audience 
member to say, “T hey have talent 
like that in Edmonton? Wow.” 
Kontakt Der Junglinge (Asmus 
Tietchens and Thomas Koner) 
also gave a performance of subtle, 
alien brilliance. The sounds from 
these minimalist iconssleft every- 
one leaving the highly anticipated 
concert ecstatic. 

The late show shed light on 
three new perspectives in dub: 
The breakbeat slant of Telefon Tel 
Aviv; Pole's old-skool style with 
new skool sounds; and Montreal 
artist Deadbeat with his warm, 
almost ambient, dub. 

Thursday afternoon presented a 
showcase of the Montreal label 
No Type, introducing listeners to 
the mesmerising and noisy 
sounds of Samiland and Coin 
Gutter. 

Everyone coming to MUTEK 
had their own lists of perfor- 
mances that they were looking 
forward to and on everyone's list 
was Coil. The near-mythical col- 
lective, led by ex-Throbbing 
Gristle member Peter 
Christopherson, gave only their 
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NOUSE, DC 
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second North American show in 
their 20-year history. They didn’t 
disappoint, turning in a perfor- 
mance that was odd, virtuosic 
and at times, terrifying. Which 
made it more amazing was that it 
wasn’t even the best performance 
of the night. T.Raumschmiere, 
operator of the German label 
Shitkatapult (greatest label name 
ever), combined punk rock the- 
atrics with an ass-shaking blend 
of crunchy electro and techno 
grooves. I’d walk for a half hour 
through a minus-30 snowstorm to 
see that again. 

Friday afternoon featured 
Montreal's up and coming tal- 
ent—the meditative minimalism 
of (sic), the obtuse electro-pop of 
Pierre Crube and the futuristic 
funk of Sixtoo. Then, Richie 
Hawtin’s M_NUS label was fea- 
tured at Metropolis that evening. 
Magda's fine track selection and 
emphasis on groove was the per- 
fect setup for live PAs from False 
(aka Matthew Dear) and Hawtin 
himself, who had a darker, spars- 
er sound than usual and sported a 
new look. (The glasses are gone 
and the hair is back.) 

Saturday afternoon was a 
turntablist's paradise. No, not DJ 
Shadow and QBert, but avant-tur- 
natblists including Philip Jeck, 
Marina Rosenfeld and Martin 
Tetreault. Saturday night was 
Latin night at the festival. Senor 
Coconut gave their last perfor- 
mance of mambo and samba 
interpretations of Kraftwerk while 
Switzerland’s Lucien N Luciano 
had the whole crowd bumping to 
his blend of techno, electro and 
Chilean roots music. 

Sunday promised to be the most 
interesting day. Austrian label 
Mego, who pushes the boundaries

BOB MARLEY’S NAME AND IMAGE 
has sadly been commodified since 
his death in 1981—so much so 
that even the most devout reggae 
fan has a “been there, done that” 
attitude towards him. One too 
many “best of” collections, 
heinous techno remixes, a cheesy 
line of clothing and many other 
indiscretions have tended to water 
down the charisma and power of 
Marley's music. But take yourself 
back in time, before all of that bull- 
shit, to May of 1976 at the Roxy 
Theatre in Hollywood. You've 
never heard reggae. Neither has 
anyone else, except for a few col- 
lege radio listeners. Punk hasn't 
been invented yet. All you hear on 
the radio is Barry Manilow and 
The Eagles. Curious as to what 
this—what's it called? Ray-gay?— 
is all about, you step inside the 
Roxy, having no idea what you're 
in for. The lights go down, and 
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onstage walk a rag-tag group of 
snake-haired weirdos who pro- 
ceed to crank out more than two 
hours worth of the kinkiest, 
wildest, and grooviest sounds 
you've ever heard, They sing 
about burning, looting, starving 
kids, shooting cops, and getting 
off your ass and doing something 
with your life.

However, while most children 
strive to play well, Bailey strives 
not to play at all. A PhD isn'ta 
prerequisite to appreciate the 
results, but it sure wouldn't hurt. 
That aside, Bailey's jagged edges 
will keep from losing yourself in 
the beauty of an album on which 
some languid handclapping serve 
as the only percussive part.

Will we remem- 
ber? Will we find it in 
our hearts and minds 
to care about them 
again? Should we? 

Robert Palmer is 
no stranger to the 
blues. After all, he’s 
won a Grammy 
award and worn nice 
Suits, models have appeared in his 
videos and he's worked with former 
members of Duran Duran. The trou- 
bles of the man who gave us “Simply 
Irresistible” are endless, and so it 
should not surprise us that his first 
collection of new materiai in four 
years should be a bunch of bluesy 
covers entitled Drive (Compendia). 

Included: a bland version of ZZ 
Top's "TV Dinners,” the “Hound Dog” 
you never wanted to hear, and an 
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interesting version of the Mighty 
Sparrow's “Stella” that will not be a 
number one smash hit. Such an odd 
return to one’s roots has not been 
witnessed since John Lennon did 
Rock and Roll with similar results— 
rare is the occasion where both the

Evan who's being 
particularly confes- 
sional, check the 
album credits—it’s 

almost as likely the 
line was penned by 
the apprentice 
Dando, Ben Lee, or 
longtime helper Tom 
Morgan. 

No sweat—that's the 
way it’s always been, and the results 
are astoundingly similar to how 
things usually went before Dando 
went down the rabbit hole: largely 
Successful, but not without a few 
duds. And check out these helpers: 
Come’s Chris Brokaw, Jon Brion, 
Convertino/Burns/Gelb. If they didn’t 
Snub our hero, then what right have 
we?

Sn The Beginni 

You might think you know all there is to 
know about hip-hop in Edmonton. But 
what you don’t know is that long before LL 
was Bad, Doug E was Fresh, and before 
Eric. B was running for president 
Edmonton's black community found itself 
nurturing a small seed that has become 
Edmonton's growing hip-hop scene. 

Now while we cannot Pinpoint a specific 
month or who may have been the first to 
introduce hip-hop to Edmonton, from vari- 
Ous interviews held over this past month, 
we've come to an approximate year of 
1981. At that time hip-hop was small and 
unique so it intrigued many and turned off 
most. Many clubs didn’t want to touch it 
because the scene was rather small. There 
were no such things as “hip-hop studios”, 
“open mic nights”, or “rap shows on the 
radio” and the crowd was much different. 

Take a walk down Whyte Ave or Jasper 
Ave on a Friday or Saturday night, and 
you'll hear car systems bumping nothing 
but bass. But in the early and mid 80’s, it 
was hothing but treble, with no bottom 
end. 


Historians will tell you of B-Boy battles 
at Kinsmeild Field House and the Jubilee. 
Battles that laid a foundation but received 
no attention from the media because hip- 
hop was not supposed to last. In those 
days, spots like Kings Barber Shop and 


they had seen in movies like Beat Street 
and Breakin’. 

Much like hip-hop in the US at this time, 
much of it was a blind love for something 
that you felt in your soul. It was an outlet 
for strugglers who found it to be their form 
of creative recreation. 

At that time there was very few who 
truly knew how to MC, Break, Graph 
write, or Dj. Many were watching Melle 
Mel, Africa Bambatta and Sugar Hill Gang 
on TY but had no idea how to get the 
music here. Many embraced hip-hop 
through imitation, which often separated 
the heads from the posers. 

Places like Black Fryers was one of a few 
places that bumped the new sound that 
most clubs thought would be a mere trend 
like disco. Most clubs if they touched it, 
played a maximum of two sets. Most Dj's 
were uniformed and unwilling to test the 
waters. But it’s funny how tables turn, and 
how what's turning on the tables turned 
into hip-hop. 


~ But for those who loved this cultural 


taboo, clubs were a turnoff as they catered 
‘to fans of rock music. Hip-hop fans, realiz- 
ing they weren't wanted, found their way 
to hall parties. There they could party and 
hear the music they loved so much that so 
many were insisting was a fad. 








Patrons at today’s R&B Dance parties. 
“There were no such thing as East Indians 
folks or Orientals to be seen,” remembers 
Don Joyce. 

In 1986, Don Joyce hosted a show called 
“Nite Flyte” on CKER 1480 from 12 mid- 
night till 4AM on Friday and Saturday 
nights, until 1989 when his show was can- 
celled because he couldn't get enough 
advertising. “No businesses wanted to 
advertise [during my show] because they 
didn't believe that anyone was listening at 
that time of night”. At the time, rap and 
R&B were not programmed on Edmonton 
radio. Its few outlets included Don and 
CJSR’s, T.E.D.D.Y, who came in a little 
later. 

In the early years it was all about Hall 
Parties and Soundcrews. But in those ¢ 
Sound crews were actual sound crews, 
not the imitations we see nowadays who 
show up with turntables and spin records. 
Soundcrews rented and owned sound sys- 
tems with gigantic speakers that done a 
better job than what most clubs do. And

M88, Don Joyce, started Hot Cable FM 
on QCTY, which later became Videotron. 
Nite Flyte helped launched Edmonton's 
Hip-Hop, Reggae and R&B/Funk scene, but 
Hot Cable FM, four hours of reggae, Hip- 
Hop, and R&B/Funk, would maintain it. To 
keep Edmonton up-to-date, Don bought 
new records on “a weekly basis... | spent 
all my money each week on records.” 

By this time a cat named T.E.D.D.Y. 
began to create name for himself over at 
CJSR. Originally from New York, he 
moved out to Edmonton in the late '80s. 
For close to two decades, The Black 
Experience In Sound was finest urban 
radio show ever to hit radio in Edmonton. 
“Teddy was my idol. He was the reason | 
got into radio,” remembers Don “A- 
Okay” Conley. 

Music video shows were becoming 
more and more popular, but radio still 
played a major role in creating culture. So 
when you weren't in the club on a 
Saturday, you had your radio on. But for 
many Hip-Hop heads, the sounds blaring 
on the radio in the early "90s weren't very 
appealing. Many of the artists at the time 
weren't talking about the issues of the 
youth in any real way, yes-men who rarely 
said “yes” to what many of the upcoming 
generation believed in. But Hip-Hop was 
rebellious. 

With mainstream radio saturated with 
rock pop, recording the few hours of 
urban music that came across became a 
must. There was no Internet MP3s and 
many albums were imports that were far 
too costly, if you could get them in. So 
kids recorded tapes to have music to play 
in the coming week. 

Around ‘89, Sunday Long Weekend 
jams were introduced to Edmonton by 
cats like Joyce. The music, often hosted by 
blacks from the Caribbean, mixed a lot of 








rae and Soca in with Hip-Hop and 
R&B/Funk, The venues that now hold 
Sunday long weekend parties, were afraid 
of the clientele that enjoyed Hip-Hop and 
were still yet to see the market, but 
Sunday long weekend venues of the time 
included Monroes, Sax On Fifth, American 
Bar, and The Greenhouse. 

Around this same time, a cat that then 
went by the name of A-Okay went to T- 
Dot to record with Beat Factory 
Productions. After sneaking backstage at a 
Rumble and Dream Warriors concert, Bill 
“A-Okay” Conley, gave Ivan Berry, presi- 
dent of Toronto’s Beat Factory his demo 
tape. Berry, who had signed acts like The 
Dream Warriors to his label accepted the 
tape and like what he heard. “I received a 
call from Ivan Berry and he said, “If you're 
ever in Toronto come by and see us. So | 
took it as an invitation and flew down” 
remembers Conley. 

Meeting up with King Lou from the 
Dream Warriors and Ivan Berry, A-Okay 
went to a studio in Pickering to record 
what he considers his-first real song enti- 
tled “Mean Streets.” While the track was 
impressive, A-Okay, like many white rap- 
pers in Hip-Hop's infant stages faced the 
prejudices of people not recognizing his 
talent because of his color. He found that 
the only way he could get respect as an 
MC was to let people hear his music 
under the assumption it was someone 
else. 

He came back to Edmonton and began 
doing an extensive amount of studio work 
and performances, in order to pay his 
dues. “I didn’t get paid for most of the 
shows. But it was exposure.” In ‘91, A- 
Okay, who was by then DJing CJSR’s One 
Nation Under A Groove ('88 — "92), and 
another rising talent from Edmonton's 
famed 182 Faction named Andre “Point 
Blank” Hamilton entered into a national 
talent competition with Much Music and 
Capitol Records and ended up winning out 
of 450 entries. While their talent spoke 
for itself, it was coincidental that two of 
the winners were Edmontonians who lived

Burt despite the 
fact that their songs helped make the 
Simply Majestic album a huge success, 
the two men were shown very little 
love back. “The only show we ever 
opened for with Simply Majestic was in 
Edmonton at the Bronx and we had to 
fight to get on,” remembers A-Okay 

With the exposure, however, A- 
Okay began doing shows in Edmonton 
and Calgary, opening for major label 
acts like Rhyme Sydnicate, Maestro 
Fresh Wes, and Dj Jazzy Jeff and The 
Fresh Prince. But he soon found himself 
stepping away from music to deal with 
personal issues. 

In 1992, it seemed that Edmonton 
had finally broke onto the national mar- 
ket. After our brief taste of fame, our 
scene was quickly forgotten, but in "92, 
things popped off like never’ before, 
when Edmonton released it’s first Hip- 
Hop music video. 

At the time, a rap group called Task 
Force P.O.W (Preachers of Wisdom), 
featuring Hip-Hop MC Sean McKay,

Dancehall/Hip-Hop MC Simon “Kilo”

Unfortunately Task Force, like 
Edmonton's Hip-Hop community at the 
time, was young and unaware. With no 
managerial direction, the track got little 
attention mainstream radio locally. Not 
realizing the power of the music video 
medium, Task Force released no official 
album to back the video and no other 
product was available. In many ways 
Task Force were Guinea pigs for 
Edmonton's Hip-Hop scene 


In Christmas of 1992, Task Force ROW released the 


first Hip-Hop video from Edmonton through 


VideoFact for a song called “Raise Yo Fist,” a statement 


about fighting for your love of Hip-Hop music. 


fighting for your love of Hip-Hop music. 
“People on the streets were recog- 
nizing us as people they seen on TV,” 
says Simon. “But we didn’t approach it 
as business so we missed a lot of the 
deadlines. The business sense that was 
needed at the time was not there”. 





At the height of their success, Task 
Force was appearing on Edmonton 
Live, seeing their video in rotation on 
Much Music, and performing through- 
out Alberta. They had even been asked 
to move to Toronto, but ended up 
going their separate ways. “Task 


Force's biggest set back was we never 
went full time. | was in University, 
Diane was a mother, and Sean was the 
only one who could commit to it full 
time,” explains Simon. “No one but 
Sean was ready to up and leave just for 
the music.” 

A year later, a group called The 
Maximum Definitive (formerly Beat 
Nation) changed the history of 
Edmonton Hip-Hop. Composed of 10 
members, which included dancers Darp 
Malone, Clickety Click, Finesse, Verb, 
and Books; MC’s Sugar Sham, Mystic, 
ORP, and Patrick; and a singer named 
Trisha Black, The Maximum Definitive 
began touring with a bunch of groups 
from western Canada. 

Influenced by Curtis Mayfield, Sly and 
the Family Stone, and Rakim, TMD 
formed in around 1990. By 1993, they 
had become members of Canada’s 
national Hip-Hop scene with their 
video “The Jungle Man.” Funded by 
VideoFact, the song received a Juno 
nomination for best rap recording but 
lost to Devon's “Keep It Slammin.” 
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We are pleased to. present Paul Freeman with 
the 2003 Enbridge Emerging Artist Award, an 
endowment designed to celebrate and 
encourage Edmonton’s emerging artists on 
their creative journeys. Paul Is a new media 
collage artist who has been extremely active 
within the vibrant Edmonton arts community. 





This award will help him continue to push the 
envelope with his work, and to inspire the = 
emerging artists of tomorrow. fee is 
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Regardless, TMD had made their 
mark. The success of “The Jungle Man” 
opened doors, securing them shows on 
both coasts of Canada, including The 
Monster Jam at the Mix in Mississauga 
where they were on the same bill as 
the Rascalz, then known as The Ragga 
Muffin Rascalz. Their credibility as 
artists was even more solidified with a 
shout out from Maestro on his 95 
release Naaah, Dis Kid Can’t Be From 
Canada?! 

That same year, TMD’s MC Mystic 
and bassist/vocalist Chin Injeti and key- 
boardist/vocalist Ivana Santilli formed a 
soulful Hip-Hop trio called Bass Is Bass. 

The following year, Bass Is Bass hit 
with “Funkmobile” from their debut 
album First Impressions For The 
Bottom Jigglers independently on Soul 
Shack Records. The album went on to 
sell 30, 000 copies and earned them a 
juno Award for Best R&B/Soul 
Recording in 1994. 

The collaboration of Mystic with 
Bass Is Bass signaled the end of The 
Maximum Definitive. After shooting 
one last video together, “Can You Feel 
The Vibe,” Clickety Click and Darp 
moved to Toronto for better opportu- 
nities and formed Soul Dwellas. 

Back in Edmonton, things were 
brewing again. The radio waves were 
now being dominated more and more 
by CJSR’s urban Dj\s. With T.E.D.D.Y 
responsible for much of the foundation, 
shows like The Terror Dome, hosted 
by Minister Faust, and Roach Motel, 
hosted by DJ Roach, began to educate 
Edmonton's blossoming community on 
Hip-Hop's full spectrum. While 
Minister Faust was mixing in the afro- 
centric politics of PE and X-Clan on 
Thursday nights, Roach was opening 
the air for MC’s from both coasts as 
well to aspiring MC’s who called in 
every week to freestyle on air. 

But on the talent front, a group 
called Altered State Alliance entered 
Edmonton's Hip-Hop scene. Composed 
‘of Trave'l (now known as Touch), 
Deadaliss. (formerly. Point Blank), and 
NEX. ASA formed to create experi- 
mental music, What differentiated ASA’ 
from most Canadian groups of the time 
ves their approach, Representing the 
fext generation of Edmonton's 182 
Faction, ASA carried on a notorious 
legacy of great lyrical minds from

ASA was committed to keeping Hip- 

Hop real and developing Edmonton’s 

scene. 

As Edmonton's urban music commu- 
nity began blossoming, Kedah Pinnock 
and Andre Hamilton created the 
UMCA (Urban Music Commission of 
Alberta) with the intention of forming 
an entity that would allow everyone in 
Alberta’s urban music scene to sit 
together at the same table and net- 
work. The Commission, which was rec- 
ognized by The Alberta Recording 
Industry Association, was ideal, but the 
community's infancy prevented it from 
becoming fully effective. 

In the second half of the "90s, the 
community found itself redeveloping, 
realizing that foundation, Preparation 
and time were important. 

In 1997, The Co-Defendants, which 
was a collective of Edmonton Hip-Hop 
heads, started a Hip-Hop night at Rebar 
on Tuesday nights. While not the first 
Hip-Hop night in Edmonton, Higher 
Level, as it was called, was possibly the 
most successful. “Higher Level gave a 
lot of MC's an outlet”, remembers 
Touch of Dangerous Goods, MC bat- 
tles would later become the flavor of 
the month in the next millennium, but 
they were happening “on the regular” 
back then. 

Higher Level prepared MC’s like 
Eridotcom and Touch for MC battles 
they faced in Vancouver, Toronto, and 
the US. These scenes were more 
advanced, but the training from Rebar 
made many MC's forces to be reck- 
oned with. : 

Towards the latter part of the '90s 
Edmonton's Hip-Hop community was 
still searching for an identity and trying 
to make a name for itself. WON/8, 
Dangerous Goods and The Magoo 
Crew were the major players, with 
Straight Laced and War Party patiently 
Waiting.in.the batters box. 

The remainder of the '90s was quiet 
FGF Edinctiton's Hip-Hop community, 
but new groups began to appear, with 
many artists embracing new technolo- 
gies. 

The next wave of CJSR radio on-air 
personalities, which included D] Tanner 
and Poetic Attkin, began creating their 
“own fiche, While veterans like 
T.E.D.D.Y and Minister Faust still kept 
dials of listeners locked. 

Talent showcases became more fre- 
quent, but promoters of the late-’90s 
appeared more concerned for artists 
and talent development. Not only were 


_ showcases more frequent, they were 


also better organized and promoted.

Edmonton’s hip-hop community is 
stronger than ever. Groups like War 
Party, Dangerous Goods, and Tuff 
House are paving the way daily. 

The groups of today are more 
focused, and the world of music cre- 
ation, marketing, management, and 
retailing has changed. The Internet lets 
groups like Politic Live and Darkson 
Tribe step into the world of e-com- 
merce with impressive websites that 
show their level of professionalism. At 
Altered State Alliance’s peak, such 
resources weren't available. Imagine if 
pioneers like A-Okay, The Maximum 
Definitive, and Task Force P.O.W had 
had MP3 sites, e-mails, e-cards, and 
message boards as promotional media. 

Nowadays, as seen with Smasht Benz 
and Deeper Era, you can make albums 
that will be distributed around the 
world. And these artists have even pro- 
duced songs for artists in other coun- 
tries, showing that the market tran- 
scends the city's boundaries. 

With the help of A-Channel’s Wired 
and Big Breakfast, hip-hop acts in 
Edmonton are reaching the masses. 
This has played a major role with the 
showcasing of artists. Audiences are 
now seeing acts and not just hearing 
their music. 

One would think that radio would be 
the most supportive medium, but it

hasn’t been completely. Mainstream 
radio has paid no attention to 
Edmonton’s developing urban talent. 
On the other hand, urban radio on 
CJSR has become more involved with 
the development of artists, on shows 
like The Platform, Urban Hang Suite, 
and Evil Petting Zoo. Urban Hang Suite, 
which was one of the first radio shows 
to put local acts in weekly rotation, has 
set up requirements for song play that 
require artists to have applied for FAC- 
TOR loan or made grant application, a 
move that has many cats thinking more 
about long term careers and not just 
making music for their friends. The 
Platform is taking things to the next 
level by inviting artists in for interviews 
and on-air ciphers. 

Even the adoption of Power Jamz on 
Power 92, although blind to the com- 
munity aspect of hip-hop music, cannot 
go unnoticed, as it has allowed for hip- 
hop music to reach the masses. 

With the explosion and exploitation 
of hip-hop in the mainstream, the mar- 
ket has been blown wide open. But 
with no official industry representation, 
Edmonton has had to adapt. “What we 
are seeing right now are many entre- 
preneurs”, comments Taro Hashimoto 
of Shogun Entertainment: From Muddy 
to Shogun 


Boots Records 


Entertainment, cats are equipping them- 


selves with talented rosters and no 
longer seeing the major labels as their 
only hope. 

But though many have taken things 
into their own hands, Taro Hashimoto 
feels we are still quite a few laps behind 
in the race. “We're still three to six 
months behind the rest of the hip-hop 
industry in North America, let alone 
globally.” 

Some blame our location, removed 
from major cities like Vancouver and 
Toronto, the voice of Canada's hip-hop 
scene. But with benchmarks like War 


ping up their role as distribution outlets 
for artist albums. Indie acts are model 
stocked at one unit in chains, where as 
stores like Foosh, who are more 
understanding, accept anywhere from 
10 to 20 CDs to satisfy demand. 
“We're more of a record store than a 
CD place, but to support the communi- 
ty we're gonna carry local talent,” com- 
ments Justin Der. “People come in and 
drop off event flyers. We get a lot of 
traffic that comes through so people 
can see the up coming events,” says 
Der.

Erldotcom w/ Mr. Complex: Stupid 
Dope Fresh—En!'s Classic Entertainment 
debut, was one of the first 12-inches 
released by an Edmonton-based artist. 
Teamed with Mr. Complex, Erldotcom spat 
lines impressive enough that journalists 
from both sides of the border where puzzled 
about whereHé was from. 

War Party: The Reign—Winner of 
numerous awards, The Reign introduced 
the rest of Canada to many of the social ills 
affecting Canada’s First Nations. 

Smasht Benz: Audio Felatio—Although 
not a lyrical masterpiece, Audio Felatio, was 
the first sophomore release from any hip- 
hop group from Edmonton. Although still in 
his infant stages as a producer, Stress 
played a major part on Audio Felatio played 
a major part redefining the way music was 
created in Edmonton. 

Dangerous Goods: On The Level—After 
a brief hiatus of many 182 acts, On The

Darkson Tribe: Darkson Rising—Truly a 
B-Boy document. Darkson Rising placed a 


lot of emphasis on DJing and lyricism. With 
the diverse background of DST, came a 
diverse mood for their much-respected

Reason: Letters On Paper—Letters On 
Paper inspired many cats in Edmonton to 
speak on issues outside of lyrical capabili- 
ties as it touched on healthcare and home- 
lessness in Alberta. 

Erldotcom: Thirsty EP—While only six 
songs deep, Thirsty EP is chock-full of clas- 
sic material. Collaborating with The 
Labrynth, Phatiszimo, Kool DJ EQ (of

True Romance - the philosopy of the street artist 


With the resurging popularity and com- 
mercial appeal of urban culture (i.e. 
Graf art, Hip Hop, B-Boying, etc.), all 
aspects of urban life have been thrown 
into the limelight, all things under- 
ground are rapidly occupying the posi- 
tions in the mainstream. In turn, many 
locall veteran urban artists have 
become lost in the waves of Poseurs, 
wannabes and trend followers, all vying 
for a spot to showcase their skills. 
Despite it all, the artists that have been 
in the scene for a while still stand by 
their words: “It’s all about the art.” 

Land and Curls are two veteran 
Edmonton street poets, You may have 
caught a glance of one of their 
bombs—like the work of most 
Edmonton graffiti artists—on freight, in 
an alley, train yard, at The Works 
Festival or most recently on the web 
(www.visualorgasm.com). They've been 
around since the early '90s, changed 
pseudonyms (CURLS used to run 
under the name PLAS), traveled around 
(most recently Montreal and Thailand) 
and settled down (their show at 
Colourblind on Whyte just ended), 
Even with their crazy schedules, their 
passion still drives them to educate the 
masses through art. 

“The art can take on a life of it's 
own,” explains Land, “there is this sub- 
mission that you have to accept 
because of your choice of media. You

are never in control of the ultimate 
outcome. Because, who knows? Your 
piece could last for one day or one 
year. You never know. 

“And what impresses me most about 
the scene in Edmonton is that it is so 
independent. Most people associate 
graf and Hip-Hop with each other 
because that is where the art form has 
its roots grounded. The musical con- 
nection has been proven, but that was 
in the past, though many artists still find 
their inspiration there. | think most 
people use writing as an expression and 
documentation of their mood, life and 
surroundings. The difference between 
where writing originated [i.e. New 
York] and Edmonton is that, Edmonton 
isn’t ghetto and gangsta rap; it's a small 
community where the artists see one 
another as friends and contemporaries, 
not challenges. To paint with like mind- 
ed artists that have more skill than you 
and have more experience is not con- 
sidered a competition here—it’s a privi- 
lege.” 

One thing that does not change is an 
ideology that transcends all forms of art 
and is the true romance—the relation- 
ship between the artist and the medi- 
um—which, because of the commercial 
appeal of graf art, is often overlooked. 

CURLS points out that, “fashion and 
music sold the art form out. The com- 
mercial appeal of all elements under- 


ground made people buy into the cul- 
ture, which | don't mind because as an 
art form, writing should not stay com- 
pletely underground. Art is meant to be 
seen, and | have been waiting for peo- 
ple to recognize it as a valid art form. 

“What does get to me are people 
who move into the scene without edu- 
cating themselves. You have to know 
the history. Graffiti is like writing a 
book of poetry: it should speak to you 
emotionally, and if it doesn’t have that 
content, then there will never be a 
good outcome. When you paint, it can 
get you to a level where you show your 
heart and soul.” 

Like classical art forms, graf displays 
dimensions of skill, dedication, and 
emotion. These artists don’t see them- 
selves as delinquents or public nui- 
sances, but as educators in an alterna- 
tive perspective of art and beauty— 
they are street magicians. 

As CURLS put it, “If a blind boy was 
given one minute of sight, would you 
show him a blank wall or would you 
show him the poetry and beauty of a 
wall that has been painted on?” 

The artist's true romance: the world 
as a canvas and the palette in 
Technicolor.

Hip-hop's new battle is about real- 
ism. In one corner: those who prefer 
witty lyrics about how much money, 
hos, and power the rapper has, laced 
with dance-oriented beats. In the other: 
fans who prefer basic head-nod produc- 
tion and scientific lyrics. 

Jay-Z and P. Diddy have never taken 
shots at any underground act, but they 
often find themselves spat on by “real 
hip-hop heads,” the so-called defenders 
of cultivation and preservation. 

Of course, Diddy's day is full of 
photo shoots, studio sessions, and run- 
ning his label, clothing line, and restau- 
rant: he doesn’t have time to concern 
himself with what the next man is 
doing. On the other hand you have 
artists that have so much time on their 
hands that they have nothing else to do 
but worry about the next man instead 
of handling their own BI. 

So what is real hip-hop? Is it a lack of 
materialism? Then what place do 
Special Ed, Run DMC, and Slick Rick 
have in the culture? Didn’t they once 
wear thick gold chains and compose 


Alberta's first independent hip-hop 
compilation, The Outbreak, making 
their catalogue three albums deep in 
the time span of two years. Last sum- 
mer they toured cross-Canada, hitting 
Vancouver, Calgary, Regina, and 
Toronto, to name a few. The second 
release on the label, Reason’s Letters 
On Paper, was one of the first 
Edmonton-based albums to receive air- 
play on Canada’s newly formed urban 
radio stations. 

Dangerous Goods Collective— 
Having a long-standing reputation for 
lifting any crowd, Touch, Stray and Dj 
Dice are true Edmonton Hip-Hop pio- 
neers Edmonton. Touch and Stray pro- 


songs about their sneakers and what 
cars they intended on driving one day? 
Didn't they have fantasy rhymes about 
things they never had but one day 
planned to? 

Maybe real hip-hop is not making 
party jams. Shit, that can’t be it... “Jam 
On It" and “Planet Rock” were dance 
floor shakers. Okay, how about party 
jams but no sexy women in videos? No, 
that doesn't work either... just as Jay-Z 
has attractive half-naked women in his 
videos, so did Kane and Ice-T, cat's we 
consider to be legends and pioneers. 

What about singing songs about 
women with R&B/Soul hooks? Real hip- 
hop acts don’t rap about women. Any 
“Real MC" would never reveal his hon- 
est feelings about women like 50 Cent 
has done on “2! Questions.” Oops— 
my bad—I forgot... Pete Rock & CL 
Smooth’s “Lot's Of Lovin” and Heavy 
D's “Truthful” were songs that did that. 

The current state of Hip-Hop is 
nothing more than a reflection of life. 
Hip-Hop has grown, become wiser in 
its years, more mature.

Look around you: an urban center is everything that Edmonton isn’t. 


Harsh... 

That comment came up in conversa- 
tion: | couldn’t help but hang on to it.

Shortround: Urban culture is everywhere, 
its in the media, music, art, and fashion. Its 

























popularity came from somewhere. New 
people, new methods, new ways of think- 
ing—all of this would have been nothing 
without the history. Mainstream culture, 
mainstream Hip-Hop would be nothing, 
now, if the people involved didn’t show love 
and acknowledge that their roots come from 
the underground. 

Echo: The cool thing about 
Edmonton is that the scene is small, so 
there is no room for frontin’ and kickin’ 
your ego around. The music and move- 
ment are pretty chill, so everyone 
knows to show love to everyone else. 
You see people from the underground 
scene coming to Hip-Hop club nights 
and vice versa. It’s all about giving 
everyone exposure and supporting the 
scene that supports you. 


Okay, but anyone who has been 
around the local hip-hop scene in 
the past few years can see that it 
is almost completely dominated 
by the clubs, R&B parties and J.Lo. 
What has the evolution, from 
underground to mainstream, been 
like for the scene’s veterans? 


Shortround: It’s true, the way things 
are going right now, it’s more of a 
Saturday Night Scene. People want to 
party, drink, and dance. It’s people 
wanting to have fun with music again 
and we are here to give that to them. 
But we play both sides of table: we love 
what we do and we also love aspects of 
the underground scene. A lot of the 
DJs and MCs who have been around 
for a long time, have paid their dues 
and aren’t concerned with making a 
name. 


Echo: The scene is headed in the 
right direction; it has potential. We see 
that in the emergence of new radio sta- 
tions and new artists. Playing both sides 
for us isn’t hypocrisy, because it’s a way 
of educating people. We get the chance 
to show people what’s going on under 
ground and that gives the underground 
scene a lot of exposure.

Brumlik says the venerable compa- 
ny is producing A Midsummer 
Night's Dream—perhaps the pub- 
lic’s favourite Shakespearean 
work—and the meaty historical 
drama Henry V. 

“We went out of our way to pick 
two plays that not only contrast each 
other, but are also both great vehi- 
cles to do out-of-doors,” says 
Brumlik, who's taking on the direc- 
torial helm of Midsummer, a work 
he calls the “ultimate park play.” 

Brumlik’s stellar cast features Jan 
Alexandra Smith as Titania, David 
McNally as Oberon, Kevin 
Kruchkywich as Puck, and Julien 
Amold as Bottom. The over-the-top 
comedy unfolds deep in a fairy-rid- 
den forest where four young lovers, 
a host of wood sprites, an amateur 
theatre troupe, and a man-turned- 
donkey intersect with comic results, 
manipulated subtly by the mischie- 
vous trickster Puck. 

In the end, Midsummer is a play 
that shows Shakespeare being so 
passionate about love, and about all 
different kinds of love—there’s a 
whole range of couples in this 
work,” says Brumlik. “The play has 
quite a modern structure as well, 
talking about transitions from one 
Slate of like to the next. That’s why 


we decided to set the play in 
1915-1916, a period where the world 
was going through massive 
changes.” 

When asked if it’s intimidating to 
undertake a play that boasts such a 
rich production tr, k-record on 
Stage and on the big screen, Brumlik 
is quick to underline that the theatric 
Opportunities outnumber the pit- 
falls.

This production of Midsummer

you finally got it right! Following 
up Sandra Bullock’s terrible 
romantic comedy, 28 Days, with 

28 Days Later—an absolutely terri- 
fying sequel about the living 
dead—is sheer brilliance. After 
scores of unintentionally gut- 
wrenching films, America’s 
Sweetheart has finally hit her 
stride playing a reanimated 

corpse spreading a pox upon 
humanity. In fact, there’s probably 
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no scene in cinematic history more 


gripping than a desperate army 
platoon shot-gunning an unstop- 
pable Bullock, who just keeps 
coming, and coming, and... 

[Ahem.] 

Right, so 28 Days Later is actual- 
ly the new movie from director 
Danny Boyle (Trainspotting, 
Shallow Grave), and has nothi ng to 
do with Sandra Bullock or 28 
Days. It is an honest-to-George 
(Romero) zombie movie, though, 
written by Boyle collaborator Alex 
Garland (The Beach). The result is 
a serious, gritty, low-budget ($15 
million) zombie flic that updates 
the paranoia central to the sub- 
genre. 

All the Living Dead classics 
reflect the “popular” fears of their 
time. Romero's Night of the Liz 
Dead ('69) is as much about racial 
tension at the end of the ‘60s as it 
is about zombies; the sequel, 
Dawn of the Dead ('78) tackles the 
rise of crass consumer culture; the 
third installment, Day of the Dead 
(85) takes on Reganism/ mili- 
tarism; and Dan O’Bannon’s semi- 
light-hearted Romero take-off 
Return of the Living Dead (85) 
attributes the outbreak to toxic * 
waste. Never underestimate the 
metaphorical power of reanimat- 
ed corpses. 

Boyle’s film exploits the current 
super-paranoia over disease and 
bio-terrorism. After animal rights 
activists free infected lab mon- 
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keys, a deadly virus is unleashed 
in London. The “tage” takes hold 
within 10 seconds of contact with 


blood or saliva, sending the infect- 


ed into a murderous, blood-barf- 


Ing rage. Unlike the Romero films, 


however, Boyle uses the gore 
sparingly... well, at least relative 
to other zombie movies 

His undead are also faster and 


more aggressive than your run-of- 


the-mill meandering corpse dri- 
ven by a feeding instinct. These 
tricked-out zombies (technically 
not undead, just infected, but 
effectively good old killer zom- 
bies) are kinda like Tasmanian 
Devils crossed with biological 
dirty bombs. 

When Jim (Cillian Murphy), a 
bike courier, awakes from a cou- 
ple of weeks in an accident- 
induced coma, he’s alone ina 
locked room, hooked up to life 
support in an abandoned hospital. 
The city streets are also empty, 
save for the scattered remnants of 
a mass exodus

infected. A pair of survivors res- 
cue him and eventual accompany 
him to his house during safer day-

mannered than the zombies. 

By shooting on digital video, 
Boyle heightens the tension of the 
survival tale by adding a dimen- 
sion of documentary realism and 
overall grayish despair. 

The filmmakers also take care to 
include some of the staple ele- 
ments from the aforementioned 
zombie movies. For example 
there's the small, diverse group of 
average folks thrown together by 
circumstance, the pain of infected 
loved ones, unchecked male mili- 
tary aggression, and even the 
gleeful shopping free-for-all at an 
abandoned store. 
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The only vital bit missing is that 
“holy shit moment” (thanks to a 
friend for applying the phrase) 
where the heroes frantically barri- 
cade themselves from being over- 
whelmed by scores of the dead. 

In zombie movies, the battle 
against sheer numbers is kind of 
the money shot, like the scene that 
everyone waits for in Sandra 
Bullock movies where she gets 
shot-gunned by the army that 
everyone waits for. Either scenario 
would’ve added that much more 
to an already pretty kick-ass hor- 
ror film.

RECENTLY, KELLY CLARKSON, WIN- 
ner of the first American Idol, told 
TV Guide she was glad Fox decid- 
ed not to screen From Justin To 
Kelly for critics.

happens, or so we're lead to 
believe. Still, about a year later, 
his wife gives birth to an emotion- 
ally stunted young lad full of hor- 
rible genetic potential. The flash- 
back finally ends, the modern 
story begins. Sort of. We come 
back to the past endlessly in the 
relationship between Betty Ross 
(Jennifer Connelly) and Bruce 
Banner, as she tries to exorcise the 
repressed memories that make 
Banner such a distracted stiff, and 
later trouble for other pants-rip 
ping reasons. 

But Banner's dark secrets, we 
know from the first seconds of the 
movie, all comé back to his 
overzealous father, as does a mon- 
strous amount of the plot. Which 
is all fine and good, but who the 
fuck actually cares? When do the 
cars start flying? Well, eventually. 

Sure enough, in an excellent 
scene of green, muscular chaos, 
Bruce Banner, thank Jesus, finally 
loses it in the lab. Hulk 1, Lab 0. 
Hello. Like every scene involving 
the beautifully digitally-rendered 
Frankenstein, you're watching his 
every move with absolute antici- 
pation. He’s an unstoppable, 











superhuman bulldozer. It’s th 
polar opposite of the Spider-Man 
film, where all the Peter Parker 
scenes stole the show away from 


the gimped Power Rangers finale 
No, we're here because this is a 
monster movie, so bring on the 
Sweet, sweet demolition! And Lee 
certainly does, especially in a 
scene involving three Hulk-ified 
guard dogs, and even more so as 
the not-so-jolly green giant is 
summoned by a corporate bully 
kicking Banner around his home 
Oooh. Classic Bill Bixby, rey enge 
of the nerd stuff here.

By choosing to make Bana‘s 
Banner a little closer to the dark 
side, however, something is lost. It 
was an attempt to make the big 
boy transformation a little less 
bumpy... but come on, we're talk- 
ing about magic serums and rays 
that turn emotional distress into 
body Viagra. Being the Hulk, after 
all, is turning into one big erec- 
tion. Still, of all the characters in 
the film, it is the computer gener- 
ated protagonist we care about 
most, especially we boys who 
used to scream alone in the 
schoolyard. The level of facial 
detail on the Hulk, zits and sweat 
and dirt and emotion, is phenom- 
enal. Tearing across California, 
hijacking a fighter jet into the 
stratosphere...

DESPITE GREG ALLMAN’S CLAIM 
that “rap is short for crap”, rap— 
and the lifestyle / philosophy asso- 
ciated with it, Hip-Hop—has 
become such an important part of 
modern music’s landscape that it’s 
sometimes hard to imagine a time 
when it didn’t exist. The art of 
repeatedly manipulating a record 
back and forth, over and over 
again to create a Frankenstein’s 
monster of a song formed the 
basis of many rap records in the 
1980s. Herbie Hancock's seminal 
“Rock It,” featuring scratching by 
Grandmixer DXT, might seem 
charmingly dated today, but its 
wacky sound laid down an impor- 
tant foundation for today’s DJs. 
Eventually, the hipsters behind 
the turntables got so adept at 
what they were doing that they 
outgrew rap; no longer would 
they be satisfied with practising 
their trade behind a rapper steal- 
ing their thunder. What they did 
eventually became a new art form: 
turntabalism. Watching a skilled 
turntabalist in action, his hands a 
blur between two turntables and a 
mixer, can be amazing. The 
turntable becomes an instrument, 
and the “solo” that a DJ plays on 
it can be incredible. Not only is 
the resulting sound fun and excit- 
ing, it’s impressive. It’s almost like 
watching an alchemist create gold 
out of ordinary materials—in this 
case, two records become a frac- 
tured, abstract sound that can be a 
million miles away musically 
from the original music contained

The week in marvelous meals 


WHAT A WEEK OF FOOD IT'S BEEN! I 
scarcely saw the inside of my own 
kitchen, which means a lot of local 
restaurateurs enjoyed my patron- 
age. A quick survey of my Recent 
Meal History shows a proclivity for 
Asian (Japanese, Indian, 
Vietnamese and Japanese again), 
with a slightly lesser inclination 
toward Central American and 
Caribbean, and an unfortunate 
foray into the cheese-laden cuisines 
available at pubs and pizza places. 
Wednesday was my most suc- 
cessful day; surprising, given the 
sweltering weather and its tenden- 
cy to dampen my appetite. While 
not extraordinary on the absolute 
scale of sushi achievement, Sushi- 
Ya in Edmonton Centre makes a 
nice lunch and their sushi combo (a 
piece of salmon, tuna, egg and 
shrimp sushi with tuna maki for 
$6.50) plus an avocado-shiitake roll 
($2.50) kept me going until supper- 
time. At which time I indulged in 
my other favourite hot-weather 
food, the shredded papaya salad 
with beef ($6.95) from Doan’s (7909 
- 104 St.). Crunchy matchsticks of 
fresh green papaya and carrot are 
tossed with strips of grilled beef 
and shreds of peppery basil, then 
doused in rice vinegar and served 
with fish sauce. It was like air con- 
ditioning for my heat-afflicted soul. 

If you sauntered around Jazz 
Street (or Sir Winston Churchill 
Square, as it’s usually known) dur- 
ing the first days of the prevailing 
Jazz Festival, you doubtless got 
soaked and had your hat blown off 
Hopefully it blew in the direction 
of the Indian food kiosk, where the 
Chicken Bhoona over rice ($4.50) 
and naan bread ($1.50) served to 
warm your cockles. Even if your 
cockles are sufficiently warm, you 
should give the place a try before it 
disappears like a ghost frigate— 
until the next festival, of course. 

I know they’ve gotten their props 
in this space relatively recently, but 
[ have to once again endorse the 
fine folks at Acajutla (11302 - 107 

Ave.) for getting my groggy, blus- 
tery Saturday off to a fine start 


Salvadorean-style. The modest little 
pupusa is a pan-fried corn-flour 
turnover filled with beans, cheese 
or pork (or all three) and served 
with avocado sauce, tomatillo 
sauce and vinegary spiced cabbage. 
At $2.25 a pop, you can hardly be 
expected to restrict yourself to one. 
A trio of chorizo tacos ($6.75), 
cheeseless and adorned with just a 
sprinkling of diced onions and 
cilantro, are my other standby and 
taste good with the same stuff that 
pupusas taste good with. 

As a show of support for my 
beleaguered brethren in the beef 
industry, | went for a steak one 
night at that venerable carnivore 
mecca, The Keg (8020 - 105 St.). The 
steak is generally very fine there, 
but it’s the extras that come with 
the Classic Sirloin ($17.95) that 
bring a fella back: piping hot sour- 
dough with whipped butter; a 
fresh, lightly dressed and HUGE 
garden salad of mixed greens, 
tomatoes, red and yellow peppers, 
red onions and radicchio; garlic 
mashed potatoes, sauteed mush- 
rooms and roasted vegetables tan- 
talizingly arrayed around your pre- 
cision-cooked steak. That's 20- 
bucks-worth easy

sending him Spiralling into the Los Angeles underworld 
The film is beautiful to look at especially the scenes in 
the bowling alley, which feature a vas' array of bizarre 
characters—including Steve Buscemi, John Turturro, 
Sam Elliott, and the scene Stealing John Goodman as 
the Dude's crazy best buddy. The dialogue is hysterical- 
ly warped (and infectiously Quotable); the plot is confus 
ing. complicated, and kinetic; the soundtrack is virtually 
another character; and the acting is weirdly stellar.
